Point Marion, Pa., Aug. 29.—W ith 
every indication that a m urder had 
been com m itted, * the body of Frank 
Ringle, fifty-four years old, who has 
bean m ysteriously missing from his 
home bere ainee Aug. 14. was found 
burled, under the floor of the automo­ 
bile garage of W. L. Harvey. 
Ringle was a well-to-do man and had 
for some tim e been acting as the su­ 
perintendent for Mr.

The bead was badly crushed and 
the body was found, one foot under 
the ground, covered with grass, weeds 
and earth. 
The suspicion that Ringle had m et 
with foul play was raised in the mind 
of Harvey when blood spots were dis 
covered on the floor In an upper room 
of the garage. 
Harvey had occasion to go beneath 
the floor of the garage to lay a*pipe 
line. 
He noticed earth displaced, and 
in brushing it aw a' he came upon a 
human band. 
Mr. Harvey at once got 
ald and the body of Ringle was disin­ 
terred. 
It was lying on its left aide 
and the head was crushed In as though 
by a bludgeon. 
Mr. Ringle had been seen last when 
ne went to the automobile garage, on 
Aug. 16. and at that time he had $100 
at least in his pockets. 
When found 
there was bo money in his clothing. 
He had gone to the 
garage, having 
been instructed by Harvey to ship two 
tires to Pittsburg 
An investigation 
made by Harvey after Ringle disap 
pea red 
disclosed that the tires bad 
not been shipped. 
Lewis 
Leuber, 
charged 
with 
the 
m urder of Ringle, was arrested and 
taken to the Fayette county jail at 
Uniontown. 
Ile Is the man who occu 
pled the room on the floor of which 
bloodstains were found, and who qui! 
work at the garage Thursday. 
There is strong circum stantial evi­ 
dence against lamber, it is said th at a 
witness on the morning of the day that 
Ringle disappeared overheard the two 
men talking. 
Ringle pulled a roll of 
bills from his pocket, and when Leu 
ber la said to have remarked, “ I would 
like to have that roll.” Ringle said. 
’’Well, I have more," and pulled an 
other roll from slo t her pocket, show 
log it to Leuber. 
The second roll, however, it is said, 
Ringle left at home with his wife 
later, keeping a sum upward of $100, 
which amount he was in the habit of 
carrying.

A postmortem showed that Ringle’* 
death was due to a fractured skull, 
be having been beaten by a blunt la­

Denver, Colo.. Aug 
20. — Colonel 
Roosevelt arrived here this morning 
and was greeted by a salute of twenty- 
one guns. 
The ex president received 
the most enthusiastic reception of his 
tour and was kept on the move all 
day. 
He first reviewed a parade and 
t#en attended a banquet given by the 
Denver Press club. 
This afternoon he 
will address the Colorado legislature. 
T. R. got a touch of the real west 
at Cheyenne. The old hankering for 
the plains and the plain people, with 
whom he spent several years before 
be broke into the political gam*- seri­ 
ously, has been satiated. He mounted 
a horse aud rode twenty miles out to 
Senator F. E. W arren’s sheep ranch 
Hi* ate a game dinner that included 
sa g e chickens brought over from bara 
nile. And he whooped whenever he 
felt like It. Formality bad flown 
Cheyenne spent Sunday in Rn usual 
quiet way. 
Saturday night wasn't so 
fast that it left a hangover, and the 
c lear eyed inhabitants who live on the 
elevation of boon teet rustled around 
early in the morning. Mr. Roosevelt 
was tired atter a dinner party and a 
late reception Saturday night, so he 
slept later than he does as a rule. He 
went to church in the morning, and 
right after he got away from the con­ 
gregation put on his riding togs and 
joined his party. 
Lieutenant Tomp­ 
kins. R. 8 Yan Tassell and Nat Baker, 
a ranchman, went with T. R. Senator 
W arren used an automobile. Van T as­ 
sel! is seventy years old, a mail of re­ 
markable 
vitality, 
who 
years 
ago 
fought the Indians 
anti nearly got 
scalped. 
Pole Creek ranch is about 
twenty miles from Cheyenne. Senator 
W arren bought it some tim e ago to 
raise sheep on. He started a system 
ut irrigation and has been mighty sue 
cessful with a dry farming process 
that has produced an extraordinary 
amount of stuff 
An am ple supply of 
w ater from Pole creek has turned the 
arid plains into fine aoli. 
Roosevelt 
and his party started out from Chey­ 
enne for Pole Creek under a sun that 
tiaked the plains. 
The pa< e that old 
luau Yan Tassel! set for the bunch 
caused the colonel to sit up and take 
notice, but T R. stayed on the job and 
never wavered for a second. They had 
three cow (Minies ready for him. using 
them as relays, tet-ause the colonel is 
heavy and keeps an>thing, 
whether 
its human or animal, working steady. 
Out at Pole 
Creek, northeast of 
Cheyenne, the 
colonel 
found many 
c ow pum hers and range riders and 
tw isters ami peelers awaiting his ar­ 
rival. 
He rode over the ranch with 
the crowd, saw them do a few stunts 
and then sat down to a big game din­ 
ner In the house. 
T. R. enjoyed the 
eats to heal 
the band 
Everybody 
pitched In and helped them selves and 
got after the sage chickens arid lamb 
aud things voraciously. When they got 
through they weren't served with fin 
ger 
bowls, 
either. 
The 
riders 
sat 
around and smoked awhile after the 
dinner. They were too full to be Jog 
gied ui)ii bm bed bv a mean little cow 
pony and they w eren’t takiug chances. 
Mr. Roosevelt sat on the streets and 
spun yarns of the old West as he 
knew it twenty-seven years ago. 
At one place along the road there 
was a reception for T. R 
The school 
children in their white organdies were 
lined opposite an enthusiastic band. 
The coloni I had to pass through the 
narrow lane 
while the band worked 
and the school kids sang "A m erica” 
shrilly. 
A busy little horse that he

o n its tiind legs and 
reared and fussed something aw till.

TRACING COUNTERFEITS. 


Exerting Employment For Skilled Se­ 
cret Service Men. 


The tracing of counterfeit billa buck 
to the persona responsible for their is­ 
sue la a curious and exciting employ­ 
ment. 
The expert assigned by the 
govern men t to this work are among 
the most skillful members of the se­ 
cret service. 
The protection of the 
currency depeods la large measure up­ 
on their efficiency, and the pains they 
bike are almost infinite. 
The follow­ 
ing case is one illustrating the diffi­ 
culties which the secret aervice people 
meet and overcome; 
A bank clerk in Cleveland had de­ 
tected a counterfeit twenty dollar hill 
lo the deposit of a small retail grocer. 
An expert wa9 sent for and under­ 
took the case. 
He found that the grocer bad re­ 
ceived the bill from a shoe dealer, who 
had It from a dentist, who bad it from 
somebody else, and so on. nntll the 
secret service man finally traced the 
bad note to an Invalid woman who 
bad used It to pay ber physician. 
When questioned this woman said that 
the money had been sent her by ber 
brother, who lived in New Orleans. 
The sleuth looked up the brother’s 
antecedents 
and 
noon 
became 
con­ 
vinced that be was the man wanted. 
The brother, however, soon proved to 
the *atlsfaction of the secret aervice 
man that his suspicions were unfound­ 
ed 
Indeed, it appeared that the mon 
ey had been received by the New O r­ 
leans man In part payment for rent 
of a house he owned In Pittsburg. 
W hile the sleuth xvas s bit dincour 
aged, he couldn’t give over the case 
when he had gone ao far. so he took 
the next train for Pittsburg. 
The tenant of the house lu Pitts­ 
burg proved to be a traveling oculist 
who spent most of bl* time in the mid­ 
dle xvest.
